subjects: 


al. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums Of money'as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the-ensuing year, and make appro- 
priation of the same.

3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the repair of highways and bridges for the ensuing year, and 
make appropriation for the same. : 


4. To see how much money the Town will vote to raise 
for the observance of Memorial Day. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize an issue of 
its Bonds under the Municipal Bonds Act of 1895 to the 
amount of $25,000 payable in gold with interest at 4 per cent 
per aunum for the purpose of funding present indebtedness of 
the Town, and to authorize the selectmen to fix the time and ~ 
place of payment and the manner of the sale of such bonds. 


6. ‘l'o see whether the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to sell the Steam Road Roller, the Stone Crusher, with the 
Portable Boiler and Engine appurtenant thereto, for twenty- 
five hundred dollars.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


—EEEw 


In submitting our annual report, we would call attention 
to the fact that the increasing requirements of schools, de- 
mand more constant study and a broader knowledge of sub- 
jects and methods. Hence, the necessity of trained teachers 
and supervision. We are pleased to note that continued 
interest of the pupils, combined with the faithful work of the 
Teachers and Supervisor, have resulted in improved attend- 
ance and effective work. 

We believe the present good work of our schools, is only 
the beginniig of what may be accomplished, and we earnestly 
ask the cooperation of parents and friends, to continue our 
schools under improved methods. There is no asset so valu- 
able to a town as an intelligent, well trained rising generation. 
The ceiling of No. 3School House has been repaired and 
whitened the side walls tinted, and the yard graded, New 
funnel has been put in where needed, and other minor repairs 
made. <A flag has been purchased for No. 1-school. We 
submit the following financial statement, also the new sched-. 
ule requested by the State Tax Commission.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the Board of Education of the Town of Windham, N. H.: 


[ present herewith my second annual report. 

Five schools have been regularly maintained, and the 
total registration for the fall term was 77 and the whole num- 
ber of different pupils registered during the year was 87. 

There were thirty-six weeks of school and it was divided 
into'three terms of twelve weeks each with a vacation of two 
weeks at Christmas, and there was the additional fund terms 
of three weeks each in No. 2, 4 and 6. 

In No. 8 school one week of the spring term was ee 
at the close of the winter term. ; 

The same teachers, with one exception, were retained. 
Miss Hisie S. Page, teacher in No. 5 school, resigned in Au. 
gust and Miss Alice A. Nichols was chosen to fill the vacancy 
and she 1s doing effective work. 

The progress of the schools during the past year has 
been most encouraging. There has been an increase of inter- 
est and enthusiasm and a greater desire to learn on the part 
of the pupils and a spirit of harmony and good will prevails in 
the school room. The work has been thorough and the 
children have made good advancement in their studies and I 
commend the faithful, earnest efforts of our teachers. 


In each district general satisfaction seeems to be manifest __ 


with the teachers and the work being done. A kindly spirit 
and interest evinced by the home and community is a help 
and encouragement to higher endeavor and service. 

One feature that helps greatly in the success of a school is 
constancy in attendance and this with a few exceptions has 
been excellent. Of late severe colds haue been prevalent and 
several have been absent. It is hoped that every parent will 
strive to make the misfortune of forced absence as light as 
possible. 
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Our average attendance last year enabled us to get the 
allowance from the State which amounted to $77.85 and we 
hope to continue to receive it. The town has received 
$331 60 this year from the state for our schools. 

I have put forth considerable effort with the help of the 
teachers to decrease the number of absences and we have 
very much appreciated the efforts of the parents in keeping 
their children in school. 

By a vote of the School Board a change was made in 
some of our text books last year, and I have supplied the 
schools with them as they were needed, having now supplied 
all the schools. | 

- I have tried to get books that would be the most instruc- 
tive and helpful and they have given most gratifying results 
for much interest has been manifested in them by the teach- 
ers ana the pupils as well, and excellent work is being done. 
It has been said, ‘“Chat is a good book which is opened with 
expectation and closed with profit.” 

It has been my aim to expend the appropriation as spar- 
ingly and carefully as I could. I have used what I could of 
the old books, but there were not enough to supply all the 
pupils, and many were in very poor condition. I have put 
in for exchange all the old books that were past using and 
some new books that wonld not be used and I was given full 
credit forthem. I have been very fortunate in securing a 
few <xcellent books for half price and some of them were 
new. 

I have repaired many of the old books and covered all 
the new books before taking them to the schools, and the 
books are for the most part in excellent condition. | 


We are trying to instill into the minds of the pupils the 
importance of having due care of their books, not to unduly 
soil or deface them so that the books may be retained in 
good condition, and the pupils wil! thus be forming a habit of 
neatness and order. 
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Good work has been done in music by the teachers under 
the able supervision of Miss Marguerite FE. Clark of Derry, 
The boys and girls manifest much interest in it and their 
advancement has been very satisfactory. It was decided by 
the School Board to discontinue the supervision of music for 
the winter term, but it is hoped that it may be continued later 

The advantages derived from the study of vocal music 
are many and varied, but particularly from a moral point of 
view this study is of infinite value. It was Phillips Brooks 
who said, ‘A school song in the heart of a child will do as 
much for its character asa fact in its memory, or 4a principl 
in its intellect.” The sentiment of a good song is exceedingly 
helpful in developing and strengthening in the child the sense~ 
of love for that which is beautiful and good and because, the 
impressions of childhood are so lasting, the study of music 
becomes a great factor in the formation of character. 

There is no study in the school curriculum that will do 
more for the pupils in the way of physical, intellectual and 
moral aggrandizement than music. 

“Music is at home a friend, abroad an introduction, in 
solitude a solace, in society an ornament.” 

There has been much interest in nature study the past 
year and societies for the study of birds have been formed in 
all the schools. The Junior Audubon society in three and 
Liberty Bell in two. Several of the schools meet each week 
after school hours, at which time a well prepared program is 
presented and the number and description of birds seen are_ 
given. Many of the pupils are keeping a record of all the 
birds they have seen. 

For the interest of the children a very successful bird day 
under the auspices of the Woman’s Club,was held at the Town 
Hall, Saturday afternoon, May 25. About seventy children 
were present and quite a number of adults. Miss Syivia Clark, 
a teacher at Pinkerton Academy, gave a very interesting and 
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instructive talk in which she described many of our common 
birus. Her talk was illustrated with colored pictures of about 
seventy species. 

Rev. Manley b. ‘Townsend, the secretary of the New 
Hampshire Audubon Society was present end gave a fine ad- 
dress on the value of birds. The president, Gen. Elbert 
Wheeler was also present. Miss Elizabeth Cutts, of Derry, 
gave representations on the piano of various bird notes, and 
she also sang very sweetly a solo, “Spring Song.” Mrs. Grace 
Gilman gave two very pleasing piano solos. After the exer- 
cises the children and guests were treated with ice creamand 
cake. 

Quite an interest has been aroused in home and schoo!. 
gardens, both vegetable and flower. Seeds were distributed 
and instruction given for planting and caring for the gardens 
by the teachers. Several of the schools had very good gar- 
dens and itis hoped that much more can be accomplished 
another year. 

We wish to express our thanks to the members of the Grange 
for contributing towards the seeds furnished the children and 
for the encouragement they have given them by offering 
prizes for the best exhibit from their gardens. A gold dollar 
was given each of the following pupils: Miss Marguerite 
Cooper of No. 1 school, George Butterfield of No. 3. 

Five pupils completed the Grammar School Course last 
June and four of them entered Pinkerton Academy in the fall 
and very satisfactory reports have come of their work there. 
I have been informed by the principai, that according to the 
records, the pupils who came in last fall are doing better 
work than those who entered in previous years. This is 
encouraging. 

We are striving with the thorough and efficient work of 
our teachers and the persevering efforts of the pupils to bring 
our schools to a higher standard so that the boys and girls 
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desiring to enter higher institutions of learning may not be 
handicapped all through their course because of the lack of 
knowledge of what they should have learned and retained in 
the elementary schools, but be enabled to pass satisfactory 
examinations and to do good work and thereby not only 
bring credit upon themselves, but their home town. 

It is also very essential that the boys and girls who do 
not have the advantage of a higher education, should have a 
thorough knowledge of what is to be obtained in the Gram- 
mar school. 

I wish more of the parents and others would visit the 
schools and acquaint themselves better with the work that is 
being done and also encourage the teachers and pupils. — 

A very pleasing entertainment for the benefit of the 
schools, was given at the Town hall on the evening of August 
24, There were readings by Mrs. Blanche Adams Young of 
Rochester and piano duets by Mrs. Young and her son Mas- 
ter Alfred Young, also piano solos by Alfred Young and Miss 
Violet Farmer of West Windham and violin solos by Miss 
Ruth Herbert, also of West Windham. 

Again our thanks are due to Robert W. Jackson of 


West Windham for the donation of a nice flag to the No. 5 
school. The one that was purchased by the town for the 
school being used for interior decoration, Mr. Jackson kindly 
expressed a desire to give one for the outside.
